Article  1 

To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officials  for  the  year  ensuing.  NOTE:  By 
law,  the  meeting  must  open  before  voting  starts.  Therefore,  the  meeting  and  polls 
will  open  at  11  o'clock  for  the  consideration  of  Articles  1  and  2  only.  At  12  noon 
the  meeting  will  recess,  but  the  polls  will  remain  open  until  7  p.m..  The  meeting 
will  reconvene  at  the  Town  Hall  on  Saturday,  March  15,  1997  at  9:30  a.m.  to  act 
on  Articles  3  through  1 1 . 

Article  2 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  1  as  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  for  the  town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

Article  IV  shall  be  amended  by  the  insertion  of  paragraphs  F  and  G  after 
paragraph  E. 

F.  Sludge  Application: 

Sludge  may  be  applied  to  fields  in  the  Town  of  Springfield  as  fertilizer  for 
agricultural  purposes  under  the  following  conditions: 

1.  All  Federal  and  State  requirements  for  such  applications  are  met 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  requirements  for  permits,  amount  per  acre, 
times,  and  method  of  incorporation  into  soils. 

2.  One  application  of  sludge  only  is  permitted  during  the  time  specified 
in  State  and  Federal  regulations  each  year. 

3.  The  Zoning  Board  is  notified  in  writing  at  least  30  days  before  pro- 
posed application  of  sludge  and  an  announcement  of  the  proposed  applica- 
tion of  sludge  and  its  date  is  posted  by  at  least  an  eight  by  eleven  inch  plac- 
ard on  each  of  the  property  boundaries  which  are  within  400  feet  of  the  area 
to  be  fertilized. 

G.  Septage  Application: 

Septage  may  be  spread  in  the  Town  of  Springfield  only  in  area  or  areas  des- 
ignated by  the  Town  for  this  purpose.  Access  to  this  area(s)  shall  be  con- 
trolled and  supervised  by  the  appropriate  Town  or  State  authorities  who  may 
promulgate  further  rules  and  regulations. 

1.  All  such  septage  shall  be  from  households  or  facilities  within  the 
Town.  A  written  and  signed  assurance  of  local  origin  of  the  septage  by  the 
householder  must  be  received  by  the  Town  Agent. 

2.  The  septage  shall  be  treated  and  spread  as  specified  in  State  and 
Federal  regulations.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $98,348  to 
buy  a  1994  Gallon  Motor  Grader  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $8,348  from 
the  December  31,  1996  Fund  Balance  with  the  remaining  amount  of  $90,000  to 
be  financed  through  a  three-year  loan.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT  -  1996 

1996  was  certainly  a  year  of  plenty  to  do  with  ongoing  activities.  We  are  so 
grateful  for  all  the  wonderful  citizens  who  volunteer  on  various  boards  during  the 
year;  there  are  many  hours  involved,  and  we  thank  you.  The  Planning  Board  keeps 
busy  with  subdivisions,  annexations,  and  site  plan  reviews.  We  welcomed  three 
new  businesses  to  the  community  this  year  -  Media  Duplications  &  Assembly, 
Inc.,  Metric  Motors,  and  O'Day's  Garage.  The  Zoning  Board  stays  involved  with 
variances  and  special  exceptions.  Much  time  was  spent  in  1996  and  continues  in 
1997  with  differences  regarding  a  septage  disposal  site.  The  Recreation 
Department  continues  to  provide  events  for  us,  particularly  for  the  young  people. 
The  Conservation  Commission  is  actively  working  on  indexing  the  wetlands  in 
town  and  is  contemplating  some  cleanup  work  at  Royal  Arch.  The  Building 
Committee  was  reactivated  this  year  to  help  us  analyze  the  town's  building  needs. 

Here  at  the  town  office,  we  continue  to  work  for  you.  Some  issues  that  never 
seem  to  end  are  solid  waste,  deregulation  of  electric  utilities,  schools,  and  sep- 
tage/sludge.  Locally  we  have  been  very  busy  with  the  new  fire-highway-safety 
building,  planning  for  revaluation,  major  damage  to  roads  due  to  storms,  budget- 
ing, and  trying  to  keep  your  tax  rate  down. 

At  this  time  we  would  like  to  pause  and  think  of  you  -  the  people,  the  fam- 
ilies. As  we  welcome  new  people  and  say  goodbye  to  others,  we  think  of  two 
exceptional  women  we  lost  this  year.  Hazel  Patten  died  in  May  after  a  hfetime 
dedicated  to  family,  teaching,  and  service  to  her  town  and  church.  She  certainly 
left  a  wonderful  legacy  with  the  generations  of  Pattens  who  continue  to  live  in  and 
serve  the  town  of  Springfield.  Just  shy  of  her  102nd  birthday,  Mildred  Adams 
Downey  died  in  August.  Being  a  summer  resident  from  the  early  age  of  four,  she 
and  Fairfax  moved  here  permanently  in  1954.  Easy  become  a  vital  part  of  our 
community. 

In  closing  we  say  thank  you  to  all  our  town  employees  and  volunteers,  but 
we  particularly  say  thank  you  to  the  citizens  of  Springfield  who  make  our  com- 
munity the  special  place  it  is.

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BUILDING  COMMITTEE  -  1996 

This  year  the  Building  Committee  was  charged  with  the  responsibihty  of 
investigating  possible  sites  for  septage  spreading.  Following  is  their  report  as  pre- 
sented to  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

"On  June  6  a  group  representing  Building,  Planning,  Zoning,  and 
Conservation  met  at  the  Town  Office  to  go  to  two  sites,  with  the  thought  in  mind 
that  one  of  these  might  be  a  viable  location  for  the  future  Springfield 
Septage/Sludge  Site. 

At  a  previous  meeting,  we  had  studied  locations  on  the  town  map,  gone 
through  the  blotter,  and  the  list  of  town  properties  in  the  town  report.  It  was  our 
unanimous  feeling  that  these  were  the  only  two  sites  that  might  meet  our  needs. 
We  did  check  prices  on  two  privately  owned  sites  but  feel  that  at  this  point  there 
is  no  need  to  explore  the  purchasing  of  land  or  the  use  of  state  land. 

1 .  Our  first  recommendation  to  you  would  be  the  Kingsley  Lot.  We  had  a 
very  buggy  walk  on  this  property  and  feel  that  an  area  could  certainly  be  desig- 
nated. Access  to  this  property  would  be  a  big  plus,  and  we  do  not  feel  that  it  would 
create  a  problem  with  abutters. 

2.  Our  second  visit  was  to  the  Brooks  Lot  on  Shad  Hill.  Although  the  prop- 
erty would  work,  the  access  would  work,  etc.,  we  hesitate  in  recommending  this 
site  because  of  the  abutters.  They  are  directly  across  the  road;  this  interruption 
would  probably  not  set  well  with  them.  We  all  voiced  the  opinion  that  if  we  were 
one  of  the  owners,  we  would  not  like  it.  ..." 

In  response  to  this  report  the  Selectmen  will  be  requesting  that  an  engineer 
proceed  with  soil  testing  to  further  determine  the  suitability  of  this  lot.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT  -  1996 

This  past  year,  members  of  the  Conservation  Commission  have  been 
involved  with  many  projects:  visiting  proposed  sludge  disposal  sites,  perambula- 
tion of  town  boundaries,  investigation  of  possible  wetland  violations,  and  joining 
the  Lake  Sunapee  Watershed  Protection  Advisory  Committee.  The  conservation 
easement  at  the  fire-highway-safety  complex  was  completed. 

Two  new  projects  are  underway.  As  mandated  by  the  state's  commission 
guidelines,  the  natural  inventory  index  has  been  started.  A  working  group  separate 
from  the  commission  has  been  formed  to  address  this  task.  The  steps  to  complete 
the  inventory  have  been  agreed  upon  and  maps  and  information  are  being  gath- 
ered. A  Plymouth  State  student  has  donated  his  time  and  efforts  and  has  chemi- 
cally tested  the  waters  of  Star  Lake  and  McAlvin  Pond.  He  plans  to  continue  to 
work  with  us  this  coming  season.  The  data  he  collected  is  on  record  for  future  ref- 
erence. 

The  other  project  is  the  involvement  in  the  Kearsarge  Regional  High  School 
program,  Resource  Research,  during  the  school's  second  quarter.  Neil  Hummel 
has  been  attending  Conservation  Commission  meetings  and,  as  his  1/4  credit  inde- 
pendent study  program,  is  collecting  data  on  wildlife  activity  in  a  recently  clear- 
cut  area  in  the  Gile  Forest.  Another  Springfield  student,  Tonya  Tatro  is  involved 
with  the  New  London  Commission.  This  is  an  ongoing  program,  and  the  com- 
mission plans  to  continue  to  guide  and  educate  students  in  the  workings  of  the 
commission  and  to  encourage  them  to  feel  a  sense  of  responsibility  for  the  eco- 
logical future  of  their  town. 

The  Conservation  Commission  meets  the  second  Thursday  of  each  month  at 
the  Memorial  Building.  We  welcome  and  encourage  your  participation  at  these 
meetings.  If  you  have  any  special  concerns,  or  would  like  to  join  the  Wetlands 
Advisory  Group,  please  contact  any  of  the  commissioners..

July  1996  marked  the  fourth  anniversary  of  Kearsarge  Area  Council  on  Aging, 
Inc. 

Throughout  1996  CO  A  continued  its  growth.  Membership  increased  by 
13%,  clients  served  by  30%  and  units  of  service  by  35%  over  1995. 

Pursuing  its  aim  "to  help  make  our  later  years  a  productive,  positive  time  of 
life  instead  of  a  time  of  loneliness  and  uncertainty,"  CO  A  continued  in  1996  to  serve 
members  with:  Rides  for  non-drivers,  Mr.  Fixit  repairs.  Telephone  Reassurance, 
Friendly  Visitor,  call-in  services,  Intergenerational  projects  and  cooperative  efforts 
with  other  organizations. 

Conversations  with  Lunch,  Valentine  Luncheon,  Mountain  Day,  Christmas 
reception  and  two  programs  funded  by  a  grant  from  New  Hampshire  Humanities 
Council,  "American  Family"  and  "No,  But  I've  Seen  the  Movie"  served  as  social  and 
educational  gatherings  with  a  combined  attendance  of  over  1,400  during  1996. 

A  walking  program  for  seniors  was  introduced  in  November  at  the  Sunapee 
High  School  gym.  Other  towns  are  scheduled  to  start  on  January  6,  1997. 

On  October  26,  1996,  a  conference  for  older  people,  their  families  and  care- 
givers was  held  at  Kearsarge  Middle  School.  "Taking  Back  Our  Elder  Years"  was  host- 
ed by  COA  and  co-sponsored  by  15  local  agencies.  Financial  support  was  provided  by 
the  Hilary  &  James  Cleveland  Fund  of  the  New  Hampshire  Charitable  Foundation.  The 
conference  was  led  by  Joan  Doran,  COA  Vice  Chairman  and  was  attended  by  over  200 
seniors.  A  post-conference  evaluation  by  attendees  rated  the  program's  six  themes, 
"excellent,"  or  "very  good."  Many  constructive  suggestions  were  offered  for  future 
presentations. 

On  December  1,  1996,  COA  moved  to  its  new  Program  Center  at  12  Newport 
Road  in  New  London.  This  larger  center  will  allow  for  provision  of  services  in-house 
rather  than  depending  on  donated  space  from  other  institutions.  Programs  to  start  in 
January  will  include  exercise,  bridge  lessons,  painting,  quilting,  nutrition,  movies,  card 
playing  and  games.  Computer  classes  are  planned  to  be  introduced  later  in  the  year. 
Members  will  be  kept  informed  by  the  COA  Newsletter. 

COA  is  deeply  grateful  for  financial  support  from  Springfield  and  other  area 
towns,  from  donors  to  fund  drive  and  events,  from  advertisers  in  its  newsletter,  from 
foundation  grants  and  from  individual  clients. 

COA  extends  a  very  special  thank  you  to  the  volunteers  who  give  so  gener- 
ously of  their  time  and  talents.  Except  for  Nancy  Friese,  Administrative  Assistant,  the 
COA  is  an  entirely  volunteer  organization.

Librarian's  Report 

All  of  the  collections  continue  to  grow,  books,  videos,  books  on  tape, 
and  read-alongs  for  the  children.  We  get  videos  from  our  cooperative,  LUV 
(Librarians  of  the  Upper  Valley),  which  are  exchanged  every  two  months.  Starting 
in  January  we  will  also  participate  in  a  tri-monthly  exchange  of  unabridged  book 
tapes.  This  is  a  welcome  addition  to  our  books  on  tape  as  unabridged  book  tapes 
are  very  expensive  and  beyond  our  budget. 

The  Friends  have  again  lived  up  to  their  name  by  providing  the  library 
with  more  memory  for  the  computer  and  a  faster  modem.  Because  of  our  access 
to  the  State  Library  with  our  new  equipment,  we  are  able  to  process  inter-library 
loans  more  quickly  and  many  of  our  patrons  are  taking  advantage  of  this  service. 
A  new  copy  machine  is  also  in  the  offing. 

The  kindergarten  continues  to  come  to  the  library  once  a  week  for  story 
time  and  also  to  borrow  books.  The  aim  is  to  instill  good  reading  habits  as  this  is 
the  best  way  to  insure  future  scholastic  success. 

The  meeting  room  is  available  for  art  exhibits,  currently  showing  works  by 
Elizabeth  D'Amico.  We  remind  children  and  adults  that  free  tutoring  is  available 
and  help  in  passing  the  GED  exam. 

As  usual,  the  most  important  part  of  this  report  is  to  thank  the  many  vol- 
unteers who  make  this  library  function.  Our  entire  staff  is  composed  of  volunteers 
and  every  penny  of  tax  money  is  spent  on  the  collection  and  supplies.  Thanks  to 
Sally  Allen,  Sue  Anderson,  Florence  and  George  Baxter,  Betty  Broadley,  Terry 
Davis,  Carol  Demarais,  Gladys  and  Frank  Fremgen,  Betty  McKinnon,  Daphne 
Klein,  Steve  Klein,  Jeff  Milne,  Barbara  Reney,  Bill  Sulhvan,  Muriel  Tinkham, 
Donna  Vassar  and  the  Trustees.  The  Trustees  help  in  many  ways,  planning  events  for 
the  children  and  keeping  the  library  functioning  and  serving  on  the  circulation  desk. 

Special  thanks  to  Lili  Rudner,  who  donates  so  many  good  books,  Lori 
Coleman  for  sprucing  up  the  bulletin  board,  Nancy  Vandewart  for  running  the 
wonderful  crafts  program  during  the  summer  story  times.  Joanne  Tulonen 
launched  and  guides  our  new  book  group  which  meets  monthly  and  is  a  most 
enjoyable  addition  to  library  activities.  Our  deep  appreciation  of  Bill  Sullivan  who 
is  ever  ready  to  fix  the  computers,  instruct  the  staff  in  their  use  and  be  on  24-hour 
call  for  our  many  emergencies  as  we  learn  to  use  our  new  technology. 

Our  hope,  as  expressed  yearly,  is  that  every  person  in  town  will  be  a  card- 
carrying  patron.  We  welcome  suggestions  for  new  books  and  other  materials  and 
how  to  serve  you  better.  We  also  invite  new  volunteers  to  become  part  of  our  won- 
derful staff.

Byron  (Chuck)  Charles,  who  was  a  part-time  officer  in  Springfield  at  the 
beginning  of  1996,  was  hired  full  time  with  the  Haverhill,  New  Hampshire  Police 
Dept.  Chuck  was  a  professional,  serving  the  community.  He  is  by  far  one  of  the 
finest  young  men  that  I  have  ever  worked  with,  and  he  is  truly  missed.  It  is  the 
feeling  of  the  Springfield  Police  Dept.  to  help  any  young  person  in  the  communi- 
ty who  seeks  a  career  in  Law  Enforcement. 

We  presently  have  two  part-time  officers.  Peter  Cosgrove  has  over  17  years 
of  Police  experience.  Peter  assists  with  court  and  other  legal  issues.  Newly  hired 
officer  Michael  Wright  will  be  attending  the  part-time  officer  school  in  1997. 
Officer  Wright  is  known  in  the  community,  with  extensive  training  as  an  EMT  and 
as  a  Springfield  fire  fighter.  Bob  Howard  has  been  of  great  help  setting  up  the  files 
and  recordkeeping  system.  Everything  is  done  by  hand  at  this  time.  This  will  soon 
change  due  to  the  recent  addition  of  a  computer  system  with  state-provided  soft- 
ware. 

I  have  spent  a  good  deal  of  time  with  the  youth  in  the  school  system.  Safety 
talks  have  been  given  that  have  produced  a  friendly  and  open  demeanor  with  the 
youth  of  our  town.  Bike  safety  training  was  also  held  at  the  Rec.  field  this  sum- 
mer. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  Russ  and  Phil  of  the  Highway  Dept.  for  keeping 
the  roads  clear  of  snow  this  past  winter.  We  sure  had  enough  of  it.  I  was  able  to 
get  to  all  emergencies  and  patrol  areas.  With  only  two  men,  they  did  a  great  job. 

It  is  my  hope  that,  with  the  support  of  the  community,  we  will  keep 
Springfield  a  safe  place  to  work,  live  and  play.

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Report  of  Representative  Merle  W.  Schotanus

1996  was  a  historic  year  in  state  government  in  both  poHtical  and  leg- 
islative terms.  Republican  Governor  Merrill's  surprise  announcement  in  April  that 
he  would  not  seek  a  third  term  started  a  round  of  political  musical  chairs  that 
ended  with  the  election  of  a  Democrat,  and  the  state's  first  woman  Governor.  In 
the  Legislature,  Representative  Donna  Sytek  of  Salem  became  the  state's  first 
woman  Speaker  of  the  House  and  the  Democrats  made  significant  gains  in  both 
the  House  and  Senate.  In  the  '96  legislative  session,  lawmakers  opened  up  the 
electric  utility  and  healthcare  markets,  passed  kindergarten  incentive  funding  after 
years  of  trying,  and  took  a  stab,  albeit  weak,  at  temporarily  solving  the  state's 
perennial  fiscal  problems.  An  increase  in  cigarette  taxes  was  proposed  but  defeat- 
ed, as  was  raising  revenues  through  the  licensing  and  regulation  of  video  gam- 
bling machines.  All  of  this  sets  the  stage  for  two  exciting  legislative  sessions  in 
the  FY  97-98  biennium. 

1997  will  Hkely  be  a  year  in  which  the  new  Governor  emphasizes  prag- 
matic solutions  to  problems  without  the  political  rhetoric  we  have  been  used  to. 
The  legislative  debate  is  likely  to  concentrate  on  budget  priorities;  electric  utility 
deregulation;  education  funding;  an  increased  cigarette  tax,  and  legalizing  video 
poker  machines  at  the  state's  horse  and  dog  race  tracks.  There  will  be  litde  chance 
of  funding  existing  programs  at  a  respectable  level  or  increasing  state  aid  to 
municipalities  without  raising  additional  revenue.  You  can  expect  the  legislature 
to  tinker  with  existing  taxes,  but  reform  of  New  Hampshire's  antiquated  and 
inequitable  tax  structure  is  not  in  the  cards.  Additionally,  the  state  was  warned  by 
the  major  bond  rating  services  in  December,  1996  that  it  must  put  its  fiscal  house 
in  order  if  it  is  to  maintain  its  current  high  bond  rating  of  AA+.  This  is  critical 
because  the  higher  the  bond  rating,  the  less  interest  cost  to  the  taxpayer  for  state 
borrowing.  The  warning  came  as  a  result  of  recurring  operating  deficits  over  the 
past  three  years. 

After  eight  rewarding  years  on  the  House  Finance  Committee,  I  will  now 
serve  as  the  clerk  of  the  Public  Works  and  Highways  Committee,  which  deals  with 
the  state's  capital  budget,  highways,  bridges  and  public  building  projects. 
Although  busy,  the  committee's  relatively  relaxed  pace,  compared  to  the  hectic 
schedule  of  the  finance  committee,  will  allow  me  more  time  to  pursue  other  leg- 
islation of  interest  to  my  constituents.  I  will  be  working  on  several  bills  in  the 
1997  session,  including,  among  others,  conservation  license  plates,  1848  abortion 
laws,  snowmobile  registration  fees.  Red  Cross  emergency  volunteers,  local 
approval  of  river  corridor  plans,  milfoil,  and  forest  landowner  estate  taxes. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  FY  97  $15.1  million  county  budget 
required  a  zero  tax  increase,  thanks  to  efficient  management  by  the  county  admin- 
istrator and  commissioners.  I  will,  for  the  sixth  time,  chair  the  fourteen-member 
Sullivan  County  legislative  delegation.  I  am  pleased  to  welcome  Representative 
Dick  Leone  from  Sunapee  to  the  delegation.  His  vast  experience  in  education

administration  and  town  government  will  add  greatly  to  the  delegation's  expertise. 
I  also  welcome  back  to  the  District  3  team  Peter  Burling  of  Cornish,  who  is  no 
stranger  to  the  legislature.  Peter  will  put  his  broad  public  affairs  experience  and 
expertise  to  work  as  the  leader  of  the  loyal  opposition  in  the  House.  I  wish  also  to 
publicly  thank  two  departing  members  of  the  District  3  legislative  team  for  their 
outstanding  service  to  their  constituents,  county  government,  and  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire:  Tom  Behrens  of  Sunapee  who  returns  full  time  to  the  business 
world  after  10  years  of  legislative  service,  and  Sandy  Stettenheim  of  Plainfield, 
who  retired  after  one  term  to  pursue  other  endeavors  with  her  husband,  Peter.

It  is  an  honor  to  report  to  you  as  a  member  of  the  New  Hampshire  Executive 
Council.  The  Executive  Council  is  five  in  number  and  serves  much  like  a  Board 
of  Directors  at  the  top  of  your  Executive  Branch  of  State  Government  in  Concord. 
We  vote  on  most  contracts  over  $2,500  to  outside  agencies,  individuals  and 
municipalities,  major  permits  to  use  state  waters,  267  unclassified  positions  as 
Commissioners  and  Directors  within  the  Executive  Branch  of  State  Government, 
and  the  entire  Judicial  Branch  of  NH  State  Government  is  voted  in  by  the 
Governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Executive  Council.  We  also  vote  on 
gubernatorial  nominations  of  hundreds  of  citizens  to  various  boards  and  commis- 
sions as  prescribed  by  NH  Law. 

Anyone  desiring  further  information  should  write  or  call  our  State  House 
Office  (listed  below). 

Citizens  in  this  region  should  be  attentive  to  several  projects: 

1)  The  statewide  Health  Care  Council's  18-month  planning  project  will 
be  coming  to  conclusion  in  December  of  1997.  There  are  three  very  active 
Councils  in  this  District.  Information  can  be  obtained  by  calling  Commissioner 
Terry  Morton,  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  at  1-800-852-3345. 

2)  The  ten-year  highway  planning  process  will  be  underway  this  coming 
summer  and  fall.  I  will  be  conducting  at  least  three  hearings  in  this  district  to 
ascertain  regional  needs.  Information  on  this  project  can  be  obtained  by  calling 
Commissioner  Leon  Kenison,  Department  of  Transportation  at  271-3735. 

3)  The  NH  Joint  Tourist  Promotional  Program  will,  I  expect,  be  funded 
at  least  with  $500,000  to  be  matched  by  local  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  tourist 
groups  to  promote  your  region.  Information  on  this  program  is  available  from 
Commissioner  Robb  Thomson,  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic 
Development  at  27 1  -24 1 1 . 

4)  There  is  approximately  $172,000  waiting  to  be  matched  by  local  eco- 
nomic development  promotion  dollars  from  local  groups.  Information  can  be 
obtained  on  this  program  from  Director  Norman  Storrs,  Economic  Development 
at  271-2341. 

5)  There  are  about  10  million  dollars  waiting  for  applications  from  local 
governments  for  Community  Development  Block  Grants  to  improve  your  local 
town  and  area.  Information  on  how  to  apply  can  be  obtained  by  calling  Director 
Jeff  Taylor,  Office  of  State  Planning  at  271-2155. 

6)  Local  towns,  cities,  counties  and  eligible  organizations  should  be  aware 
of  the  large  Federal  and  State  Surplus  Distribution  Programs  (the  state  surplus 
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distribution  center  is  open  to  the  public  at  White  Farm  on  CHnton  Street  in  Concord, 
NH  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays.  Further  information  may  be  obtained  by 
caUing  supervisor  Art  Haeussler,  Surplus  Distribution  at  27 1  -2602. 

7)  Citizens  and  groups  concerned  with  disabilities  should  be  aware  of  the 
large  number  of  services  available  from  the  Developmental  Disabilities  Council 
by  calling  Director  Alan  Robichaud  at  271-3236. 

8)  The  Department  of  Environmental  Services  covering  water,  sewers, 
air,  lakes  and  rivers  has  available  information  and  financial  resources  by  calling 
Commissioner  Robert  Vamey  or  Assistant  Commissioner  Dana  Bisbee  at  271- 
3503. 

9)  The  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services,  including  elderly, 
mental  health,  human  services,  public  health,  drug  and  alcohol  abuse,  are  all  under 
Commissioner  Terry  Morton  at  1-800-852-3345.

Well,  it  is  hard  to  believe  that  another  school  year  has  come  and  gone.  Much 
work  was  needed  to  be  done  and  much  was  accomplished.  With  the  completion  of 
my  second  year  as  your  representative  to  the  Kearsarge  Regional  School  Board,  I 
am  happy  to  report  that  the  school  system  is  in  good  shape. 

We,  as  a  unified  district,  have  pulled  together.  Through  our  hard  work  and 
unified  efforts,  we  have  passed  the  High  School  renovation  and  expansion  bond 
issue,  and  made  much  needed  renovations  and  repairs  to  the  middle  school  as  well 
as  systems  and  window  repairs  to  some  of  the  elementary  schools. 

The  addition  to  the  High  School  will  provide  much  needed  room  for  our 
ever  expanding  school  population.

A  new  course  of  study,  "The  Co-op  Program",  will  finally  provide  for  our 
students  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  voc-tech  type  programs  here  instead  of 
having  to  commute  for  ours  on  the  bus  to  Newport,  Claremont  or  Concord.  The 
initial  co-op  programs  that  the  school  board  is  trying  to  initiate  are:  graphic  arts, 
culinary  arts  (to  include  restaurant  management  and  service),  and  occupational 
arts.  This,  along  with  the  already  in  place  "school-to-work",  initiative  will  bring 
the  schools  and  business  community  together.  This  spirit  of  giving  and  coopera- 
tion is  applaudable. 

We  will  soon  be  holding  a  number  of  workshops  at  the  Libbie  Cass  Library 
to  work  on  the  "community  outreach  questionnaire".  It  will  concentrate  on  future 
goals,  projects  and  new  programs  that  we  in  Springfield  are  interested  in.  I  hope 
to  see  many  of  you  at  these  workshops  with  me  and  the  Superintendent,  Dr.  Jean 
R.  Richards. 

This  year's  CAT  scores  and  NH  Assessment  Testing  have  been  good.  There 
has  been  an  increase  in  many  areas  and  a  few  areas  are  in  need  of  improvement. 
The  NH  Assessment  results  for  the  10th  graders  are  wonderful.  The  new  programs 
and  teaching  methods  are  showing  the  fruits  of  their  labors.  These  new  initiatives 
put  in  place  by  the  school  board,  the  Superintendent  and  the  teachers  are  paying 
off.  Our  10th  graders  finished  in  the  top  five  in  the  entire  state.  With  this  great  aca- 
demic showing  and  the  "Co-op  Program"  in  place,  we  will  be  filling  the  needs  of 
the  greater  population  of  students.  Please  show  your  support  for  these  programs 
at  this  year's  annual  school  meeting. 

As  I  stated  last  year,  my  job  as  your  representative  to  the  Board  of 
Education  is  to  represent  the  best  interests  of  the  children.  I  will  continue  to  keep 
an  open  mind  while  taking  into  consideration  the  merit,  cost  and  benefit  to  the  stu- 
dents and  the  KRSD. 
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We  must  continue  to  work  on  the  constant  improvement  to  education.  Yes, 
education  is  expensive,  but  ignorance  is  more  costly.  I  ask  your  support  as  we  con- 
tinue to  strive  to  be  "second  to  none"  and  that  we  always  remember  -  "children 
are  first".

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SPRINGFIELD  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 
PRESIDENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT  -  1996 

During  the  past  year,  the  Historical  Society  has  continued  to  have  quarterly 
programs  with  a  good  mix  of  in-house  and  outside  speaker  presentations.  This 
year  we  had  two  presentations  by  Patsy  Heath  Caswell  based  upon  Vera  Philbrick 
Cote's  unpublished  paper  "Highways  and  By-Ways  of  Springfield  in  the  1920s 
and  1930s".  In  addition,  Dartmouth  Professor  Jere  Daniell  gave  his  second  pre- 
sentation to  the  society.  This  one  was  entitled  "Exploring  the  Myth  of  the  Good 
Life  in  New  Hampshire  Towns".  The  programs  have  always  drawn  a  good  crowd 
with  many  interested  people  coming  from  the  adjacent  towns  of  Grantham,  New 
London  and  Wilmot. 

Some  noteworthy  accomplishments  of  1996  were  the  modification  of  the 
back  part  of  the  museum  by  Fred  Davis  to  comply  with  state  fire  regulations  and 
the  continued  donation  of  Springfield  memorabilia  by  an  encouragingly  broad 
representation  of  townspeople.  The  success  of  this  donation  program  is  resulting 
in  an  unanticipated  high  volume  of  material  that  is  certain  to  support  a  more  com- 
plete and  factual  history  of  the  people  of  Springfield. 

1996  saw  the  successful  publishing  and  sales  of  the  historical  society  cal- 
endar using  pictures  showing  life  as  it  used  to  be  in  Springfield  and  highlighting 
some  of  the  town's  citizens  of  yesteryear.  The  calendar  was  put  together  by  Louise 
Jacewicz  and  Muriel  Tinkham  with  help  from  Dede  Meyer.  After  careful  consid- 
eration, it  was  decided  that  we  cannot  rely  on  the  sale  of  future  calendars  to  be 
sufficient  to  pay  for  the  printing.  As  a  replacement,  the  society  is  working  on  pub- 
lishing a  pictorial  history  of  Springfield.  It  will  consist  of  a  short  written  history 
of  Springfield  and  80  to  90  pages  of  old  photographs  depicting  the  life  and  growth 
of  Springfield. 

The  society  had  another  successful  fund-raising  dinner  prepared  by  Chef 
John  Rego  and  his  Protectworth  Catering  Company.  This  annual  event  is  much 
anticipated  each  year  because  of  the  widespread  popularity  of  the  excellent  food 
served.  The  society  realized  a  profit  of  $753  at  this  year's  dinner. 

The  society  continues  to  work  on  long-term  studies  of  town  cemeteries, 
genealogy,  houses,  mills  and  mines.  Small  groups  are  pooling  their  energies  to 
research  and  write  reports  within  these  categories.

The  society's  financial  position  continues 
to  be  robust,  helping  us  purchase  the  needed  amenities  for  the  museum  and  pro- 
vide support  for  the  various  ongoing  projects.
